TWO STUDIES. 
LIFE AND-FEACHING OF 
JESUS CHRISTY j 
' Weare told by Jesus Himself, 
“He that hath seen Me hath seon 


}the Father;” but:apart from the 


Christian belief in Jesus as the 
supreme revelation of God, the 
beauty of his character, the com- 
bined simplicity and profundity of 
His teaching, and the centrality of 
His Person for human’ history, 
make the study of Him as 
attractive as it is inevitable. 
The one thing you cannot do with 
Jesus is to permanently ignore 
Him. His day may be proclaimed 
as passed and done. But 


just when you picture Him. being [- 


laid in the mausoleum of ‘the his- 
torically dead, with nothing left to 
the world buta name, lo, He is 
moving across a fresh page of the 
history, directing “and inspiring 
new movements of moral regenera- 
tion, and blessing the world with 
new benedictions of grace and 
power. As Richard Le Gallienne 
has truly said in the closing verse 
of onc of his most beautiful 
poems :— 


No more unto the stubborn heart 
With gentle knocking shall he 
plead. f 

No more’the mystic pity start, 

For Christ twice dead is dead, 
indeed. 

So in the street. I hear men say, 

Yet Christ is with me all the day. 

R. W. Emerson wrote a series of 
essays on’ “ Representative Men, ” 
and St may-seem strange that! 
among them is not the name of 
Jesus, May it not be that his sen- 
sitive, mystic soul recognised that 
this Man was too great to be one of 
any series? He stands alone, not 
represemtative of this or that aspect 
of human thought and activity ; but 
the fountain-head of all that is 
noblest and best, and of whom 
Emerson's representative men are 
but faint adumbrations. 

We have no biography of Jesus, 
and that is one reason why all 
“Lives” of Jesus by modern hands 
are sounsatisfying. We have the 
four gospels, none of which ever 
attempted to be a “life” of Jesus, 
but only a-sketch portrait, enough 
to'‘letus see the divinely-gracious 
figure ; enough to draw us to His 
feet in loving adoration, and, com= 
ing, find the living Christ, who re- 
yeals Himself to the open mind and 
heart and proves Himself by His 
regeneratiag power. Thatwas the 
purpose of the gospels, and that is 
the tmie use to make of them to- 
day. Jesus must.be an object of wor- 
ship before he is a subject for study, 
for He is never truly known 
on any other conditton, Daniel in 


the lions’ den was spared even by’ 


the wild beasts; but a less happy 
fate has been that of Jesus in the 
den. of critics, especiall y-those of 
the Teutonic breed, whether it be 
the coldly cruel throttling of 
Strauss, the tearing fury of Drews, 
the purring assault of Boussett, or 
the. wrangling over bones by 
Schmiedal. To quote Le Gallienne 
ence more :— 


Loud mockers in the roaring 
street . 
Say Christ is crucified again; 
Twice pierced His gospel-bring- 
ing feet, 
Twice broken His great heart 
in vain. 

T hear, and to myself I smile. 

For Christ talks with me all the 

while. 

Apart from the puerile attempts 
of the second and third centuries 
to enlarge and improve upon the 
gospel stories, there was no attempt 
to write any connected life of Jésus 
till the nineteenth cedtury.- Since 
then, however, we have many 
efforts in this direction, mostly 
with very moderate success. Justi- 
fiably or not, we have, for our own 
part,’ maintained jthat the thing 
attempted cannot he done, The 
material fora “life” is not there, 
and, in any case the Reality moves 


from the canvas and passes beyond’ 


you. He cannot be “ framed.” 
These thoughts have been 
aroused by two hooks on Jesus 
Christ, one English, the other 
Italian ; the Latter, admirably trans- 
lated. The English author is Dr. 
Headlam, Bishop of Gloucester, a 
fine specimen of sound, sane 
scholarship. Dr. Headlam knows 
all the modern forms of assault 
upon the historicity of the gospels, 
and his main purpose is to show 
“the general ‘credibility of the 
traditional account of the life and 
work of our Lord.” In that: des- 
crintion of his own work he differ- 
entiates himself from many. of his 
predecessors in the same lire, 
They found no difficulties, fora 
simple, if somewhat ingenious, 
process of reconciliation - made 
friends of all contradictions. The 
learned Bishop stands only for 
“general credibility:”- but it 
is general credibility which leaves 
every feature of the Master un- 
touched.

NOT NAVAL WORK. 


In pre-war days the Admitalty 
were forced to the conclusion that 
salvage work was not the business 
of the Royal Navy. So they releg- 
ated anything that was to be done 
in this way to. the private firms 
which specialised in the business. 
This decision was the'result of the 
bungling which occurred in con- 
nection with the attempts to get the 
battleship" Montagu” off the Shutter 
Rocks, Lundy, in 1906. An im- 
mensc sum of money was expend- 
ed,and alittlearmada was employ- 
ed for several weeks under the 
direction of Admiral Sir A. K. 
Wilson. But the bones of the 
“Montagu” remained in the Lundy 
surf, although experts in marine 
salvage maintained that she might 
have been saved. 

It is nowadays possible to raise 
any vessel down to a depth of 
twenty. fathoms, although it is not 
often, worth while to do so. 
Beyond twenty fathoms divers 
cannot work without very grave 
risk, owing to the enormous 
pressure of the water. If a ship 
has gone down in 2 strong tideway.. 
the difficulty of the work is im- 
measurably increased, and opera- 
tions may have to be suspended 
every few hours, when the flood 
and the ‘ebb are. running in 
strength ; 

In Scapa Flow the conditions are 
ble to salvage. In all, ten 
jifis, five battle-cruisers; five 

lightcruisers; and twenty-nine des- 
troyers were put down by their 
German crews. Their total dis- 
placement is 416,060 tons, and it 
is computed that more than two- 
thirds of this will repay for lifting. 
The “show ship,” Hindenburg, and 
the great “‘Savdlitz’” will probably 
be left undisturbed, as the water 
in which they lie is beyond work- 
able depth. 


A SIMPLE’ PROBLEM. 


. All these vessels were sunk by 
the simple methods of opening 
their sea-cocks and flooding them 


sufficiently to overcome buoyancy. ee 


Presumably, their hulls are un- 
damaged. To: hermetically seal 
them, and pump them out sufficient- 
ly sto attain flotation ought not to 
form a very difficult problem. 

One of the carliest examples of 
the successful salvage of a sunken 
steamship was in the. case of the 
old “Austral,” of the Orient Com- 
pany.

SHANGHAI PAPER'S COM-

LEAGUE'S WORK,

, TRAFFIC. 

The filth session of the League 
of Nations - Opium Comniittce 
opened: at Geneva. A_ strong 
American delegation was present, 
headed by Mr, Stephen Porter, 
president of the Foreign Affairs 

mimittee of the House of Repre~ 
sentatives. The Americans put 
forward two proposals, first, to use 
‘opium and its derived products 
only for legitimate medicinal. and 
scientific purposes, and, secondly, 
that opium — cultivation should 
only be allowed as far 
as is necessary ‘for scientific 
and medicinal aims. The debate 
showed full approval of the Ameri- 
can proposals by the delegutes of 
Germany and Portugal, and by the 
assessors, M. Brenier (France) and 
Sir John Jordan (Great Britain). 
The American proposals were op- 
posed by British In d Japan. 
The delegates of Great Britain, 
China, France, Holland, arid Sium 
made some reservations. -

The American proposal to fimit 
the cultivation of opium in such a 
manaer that no surplus is available 
for non-inedicinal = and 
scientific purposes will be discus 
ed in detail.

It is té be hoped the 
Americans will not press too 
much: their juridical conception 
of the. Hague Opiuni Conven- 
tion, which may be interpreted as 
already containing obligations for 
such limitation of production, The 
Hague Convention only stipulates 
gradual suppression of the use of 
prepared opium, as the British 
delegate, Sir Malcolm Delevingne, 
clearly pointed out. - The total im- 
mediate suppression -of opium 
smoking was not foreseen by the 
Hague. Convention, therefore 
juridically the American stand- 
point is weak. Much stronger was 
Bishoo Brent's moral appeal! to all 
nations to join together to combat 
the opium evil. 

PROGRESSIVE SUPPRESSION. 

Sir John Jordan urged that the 
only way to arrive at a solution is 
to strike at the root of the evil and 
limit production. Not juridical but 
human and moral arguments plead 
in favour of the American 
principles and for an extension of 
the Hayue obligations. 
~ The question remains, however, 
whether the immediate prohibition 
forany use of prepared opium is 
advisable in countries like British 
India. Perhaps the system of 
the Hague Convention for gradual 
suppression provisionally is 
still necessary, provided that pro- 
gressive suppression is applied 
without too great delays. In this 
connection the English proposal 
regarding the Far East is very 
interesting. According to this pro- 
posal the interested Powers shall 
agree to fix a.uniform maximum 
limit for the amount of prepared 
opium to be placed on sale for con- 
sumption, and torevise the maxim- 
al limit periodically with the aim 
of furtherreducing it. The British 
delegate declared his country’s 
willingness to adopt such a system 
for Hongkong. The Dutch delegate, 
-M. Van Wettum said, “ Holland is 
ready to accept the British sugges« 
tion.” . 

The Committee is going to hold 
public meetings, to the great 
satisfaction-of the British assessor, 
Sir John Jordan, who for two years 
has in vain insisted, together with 
the American assessor, Mr, Hamils 
ton Wright, on publicity.

ANOTHER VERSION OF 
THE BIBLE. 


There have been so many 
different versions of the Bible on 
record in the past and so many 
new are forthcoming every now 
and then that the whole thing 
disastrously falls down us unre- 
liable. They differ from each 
other in wordings, arrangement, 
volume, interpretation and what

Anancient Spanish manuscript 
known as the Codex Hunting- 
tonianus Palimpsestus to a few 


-scholars who saw it before it was 


locked up in the vaults of the His- 
panic Society of America, is the 
subject of .a controversy which 
threatens break out afresh 
among biblical scholars. Some 
affirm that the manuscript is one of 
the earliest versions of theBible and 
that it differs radically from the ac- 
cepted versions of the scriptures, It 
was brought to New York in 1907, 
having been stolen from a monas- 
tery in Spain. : 

Access to the ancient. parchment 
was afforded to Dr. E. S. Buchanan, 
decipherer of many .old Latin 
manuscripts, Dr. Buchanan said 
he discovered the biblical text was 
written on parchment from which 
more ancient writings has been 
erased. He advanced the claim 
that the volume was‘a genuine 
palimpsest. : 2
